Tells How 
Ferreri Died 


LOS ANGELES (#)—A vivid 
description of the last violent min- 
utes in the life of Jerome Ferreri, 
32-year-old playboy, was given by 
words and demonstration today 
by Allan Adron. 

Adron, 52-year-old handyman 
for the Ferrerris, and defense at- 
torney Jack W. Hardy, represent- 
ing Mrs. Elizabeth Ferreri, dem- 
onstrated for the jury how Ad- 
ron said the victim was killed on 
Oct. 26. 

The handyman said he walked 
into a builer’s pantry, heard Mrs. 
Ferreri screaming and shot three 
times. 

“I was then striking Mr. Fer- 
reri with the barrel of the gun 
before Mrs. Ferreri said: ‘Don’t 
let him up. I’m coming to help 
you. I’ve got a cleaver’.” 

Hardy then took a position be- 
fore the jury box, bent over and 
Adron demonstrated how he said 
he held Ferreri by the back of 
the neck and beat him on the 
head. 

During the demonstration Mrs. 
Ferreri, 26-year-old carhop wait- 
ress charged with murder, bent 
over the counsel table, sobbing 
and shaking. 

“Was Mrs. Ferreri hysterical at 
the time?” asked Hardy. 

“She looked sort of wild,” re- 
plied Adron. 

Adron said it was dark in the 
butler’s pantry and that he start- 
ed striking Ferreri after Mrs. 
Ferreri turned on the lights. 

“I hit him and she hit him re- 
peatedly with the cleaver and he 
sank to the floor,” Adron testified. 

Adron has pleaded guilty to 
murder but innocent because of 
insanity. 


Would Change 
Account Setup 


WASHINGTON (#)—The 12- 
man Hoover commission agreed 
unanimously today that the gov- 
ernment’s accounting setup needs 
improving, but split four ways 
over how to do it. 

The group came out solidly for 
“radical revision” of the present 
budgeting and accounting meth- 
ods. Their idea, they said, is to 
show clearly: ‘“1. On budgeting, 
what is the money wanted for? 
2. On accounting: what do the 
taxpayers get for it?” . 

Present practices, the group de- 
clared, ‘confuse the Congress and 
the public and make effective ad- 
ministrative almost impossible”. 

The bipartisan commission’s 
sharpest disagreement to date fo- 
cused on the stormy figure of 
Comptroller General Lindsay C. 
Warren, and the 10,000-man, $30,- 
000,000-a-year general accountings 
office he heads. 

Warren is a former congress- 
man and is an advocate of big- 
scale government reform but he 
had given the commiszion on gov- 
ernment reorganization advance 
warning that any proposal to trim 
| his agency’s powers would bring a

Earlier five prominent educa- 
tors joined in the assertion that 
passage of the federal school aid 
bill (SB246) now before Con- 
gress will mark one of the “most 
Significant advances for the na- 
tion's schools in a century.” 

The five who subscribed to the 
statement were Willard E. Gos- 
lin, AASA president and super- 
intendent of schools at Pasadena, 
Calif.; Miss Mabel Studebaker of 
rie, Pa., president of the nation- 
al association; Dr. Edgar, Fuller, 
Washington, D. C., executive sec- 
retary of the national council of 
chief state school officers; Ar- 
thur F. Corey, San Francisco, 
executive secretary of the Cali- 
fornia teachers association, and 
Dr. Worth McClure, Washington, 
D. C., AASA executive secretary. 
All addressed the convention. 

Goslin. declared that some 
types of government might run 
“without education of the people,” 
but that “you can't run a dem- 
ocracy without properly trained 
teachers.” 

He added: 

“The American people must 
make the decision whether to 
take money from the federal hat 
for education or tolerate the me- 
diecrity we have now. 

“There are 10,000,000 children 
in sight—-under five years of age 
-—and the number of teachers in 
training is barely enough to take 
the places of those retiring.”

Accidents Drop 


SAN FRANCISCO, (4}—Indus- 
trial accidents declined in Cali- 
fornia in 1948 despite increased 
employment, Paul Scharrenberg, 
director of industrial relations, 
reported today. 3 

Fatal accidents totaled 649 
compared with 744 in 1947. 

Non-fatal injuries joan in 
lost time numbered 141,528, down 
from 148,985 in 1947. 

Despite these decreases, the 
report said, one out of every 22 
California workers suffered a dis- 





abling industrial injury during 
the year. 
The manufacturing division 


|headed the accident list as in 
previous years with 178 deaths 
and 39,913 injuries, 

There were 116 deaths and 
22,979 ‘injuries in the construc- 
tion industry. 

Retail and wholesale establish- 
ments reported 72 deaths and 
27,145 injuries. 

Deaths due to farm accidents 
dropped nearly a =from 102 
in 1947 to 54 in 1948. Injuries 
decreased from 13,992 to 13,407. 

There was a decrease of 3 per 
cent in disabling injuries in the 
mineral extraction industry, in- 
cluding petroleum drill and pro- 
duction. Deaths, however, in- 
creased from 36 in 1947 to 45 in 
1948,
